At 5:30 p.m, on 26 January, 14 factory-new trucks without numbers and 
escorted by personnel wearing red-bordered black epaulets were being 
unloaded at the Sberswalde railroad station. 

Shipments unloaded at the Weisswe&ser railroad station included 4 T-34/^5 
tanks, on 21 January; and 9 T- 34/3 5 tanks, 6 JS-3 tanks, 5 J3U-122 guns 
and 1 T-34/85 tank without turret, on 26 January.
